WASHINGTON, July 9. — U. S. 
subm arines, slicing through Pacific 
waters in ever-m ounting numbers, 
are knocking off Japanese ships at 
the rate of one a day. 
This terrific toll of w hat Japan 
needs most—ships to link her far- 
flung outposts of stolen empire 
has prom pted the

than a m onth on the activities of its 
undersea arm . Ordinarily, the do­ 
ings of subm arines are related only 
after long perods of silence maim 
tained for security reasons. 
Since June 1, the American sub 
m arine packs, which Navy Secre­ 
tary Knox declared were augm ent­ 
ed steadily, have blasted to the 
bottom 33 Japanese supply vessels, 
m any of them big transports, and 
tankers, and three destroyers.

Giraud Says 
French Set 
To Help U.S. 


(Bjr Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, July 9.—G eneral 
Henri Qiraud, disclosing th at Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt had promised to 
equip a French N orth African arm y 
of 309,000 men, pledged today th at 
French forces would help fight the 
Japanese after defeat of the Axis 
powers in Europe. 
G iraud told a room -full of corres­ 
pondents, gathered in Secretary of 
W ar Stim son’s conference cham ber: 
“I giVe you the following pledge: 
"France will be a t 
your side to 
liberate the Pacific from Japanese 
dom ination, even as she will rem ain 
with you to build a peace th a t will 
ije lasting and just but also realis­ 
tic.” 
General Giraud spoke in F’rench 
to the press conference. He avoided 
discussion of the political situation 
in North Afiica, where 
lie 
shares 
the chairm anship 
of 
the Frencli 
Committee of 
National 
Liberation 
with General Charles De Oaullie. 
The conference was held under 
W ar departm ent auspices, and a t its 
beginning the departm ent handed 
correspondents the following sta te ­ 
m ent:

Young Criminals Die 
In Electric Chair 


OSSINING, N. Y.. July 9.—M ain­ 
taining a frozen faced silence, E d­ 
ward Haight, 17, the youngest crim ­ 
inal ever electrocuted in New York 
state, died last night in Sing Sing’s 
electric chair with two youths al­ 
most as young. 
H aight was convicted of the a t­ 
tack-slaying of Helen Lynch, 7, and 
her sister, M argaret. 8, in Bedford 
Village, N. Y., last September. 
In sharp contrast with their de­ 
jection earlier in the day, Benitez 
Dejesus, 19. and William Diaz, 18, 
convicted of the “mugging" slaying 
in Harlem last October of Pvt Ed­ 
win Berkowltz, Hackensack, N. J., 
entered the death chamber with 
the sam e composure as Haight. 


Moscow Says 90,000 Ger­ 
man Troops Fail to 
Pierce One Line 


(By Associated Brass) 
MOSCOW, July 9.—The battle of 
the Kursk salient m ounted in inten­ 
sity today as the G erm ans threw in 
fresh troops and new tanks to ex­ 
ploit a wedge in Russian defenses 
near Belgorod and batter the un­ 
yielding northern 
section 
of the 
Soviet line. 
Red Star, Red arm y organ, re­ 
ported the powerful Nazi tank col- 
ums had changed the direction of 
their attack several tim es In the 
Orel-K ursk sector seeking a weak 
point In deep Russian positions. 
In th at northern section of the 
fiercely-blazing 200-mile battle line, 
the Russians said their troops re­ 
gained lost ground in a succession 
of counter-attacks yesterday while 
holding firm against a mighty stab 
by some 90,000 Nazi troops against 
one narrow area. The Pravda cor­ 
respondent said that, protected by 
swarms of aircraft, 
the 
Germ ans 
threw 250 tanks against the Rus­ 
sians But not a

The Marines sprang a rear attack 
on Japanese troops around the har­ 
bor area after four day s of a cir- 
cuituous, slogging march through 
the jungles to reach their objec­ 
tive. 
Then 
screaming

drove undetermined numbers of the 
enemy off a 130-foot cliff into the 
sea and others fleeting into the 
jungle. 
T hat’s how they made the har­ 
bor safe for the New Georgia in­ 
vasion. 
In many respects, Uncle Sam’s 
fighters wrote perhaps the mast 
spectacular page in the history of 
the South Pacific theater. 
The captain leading the marine 
force admitted that had he k nown 
the difficulties he

have attempted the coup. 
He also disclosed the Marines 
spearheaded the direct invasion of 
New Georgia by landing ait Segi 
June 20 and remained inactive un­ 
til the full Central Solomons of­ 
fensive got under way a week later. 
They were charged with the re­ 
sponsibility of the attack on Viru 
harbor from the rear and by this 
move surprised the defending Jap­ 
anese, who were prepared for * a 
frontal attack .
